For seventy-five years the crews 
of Harvard and Yale have been 
struggling to win more than six of 
these races in. a row. It will be an- 
other six long -years at least before 
either of them will have the chance 
again. For a few fleeting moments 
tonight it seemed that Yale was to 
do that which has stopped them all 
in the past, but the Crimson. shell 
slid over the line in the van. 


. Yale Closes Up Gap. 


Coming up to the thrce-mile mark, 
‘ Yale’s crew. started out after. the 

fighting Crimson eight that had led 
from. the stake boats on down the 
course. When Yale started that rush 
there was open water. between the 
Blue’s shell and the flying rudder 
of the Crimson boat. 

Slowly, inexorably, with the run of 
a living thing, the Yale shell began 
to close up on the Crimson’s stern. 
First the lean prow began passing 
the swinging figures of the Harvard 
Oarsmen. Yale men on the packed,

BERNSTORFF FOR DISARMING 


He Asks Germans to Urge Russia to 
. Join the League. 


BERLIN, June 24 @).—The United 
States Army. is virtually no larger 
than Germany’s and. does not con- 
stitute a factor in disarmament, 
Count. von Bernstorff, former Am- 
bassador in Washington, told the 
Reichstag today, but America’s navy 
is of vital importance to her; hence 
much depends on the outcome of the 
present conversations in Geneva.

Untermyer Announces Offers by 
Bankers to Take Proposed Bonds 
on Better Terms. 


The action of the New York Rapid 
Transit Corporation in borrowing 
$1,500,000 from its parent company, 
the B. M. T., on June 15, 1926, the 
same day on which it paid the B. 
M. T. a 10 per cent. dividend amount- 
ing to $2,678,000, was attacked yes- 
terday by Samuel Untermyer, spe- 
cial counsel of the Transit Commis- 
sion, at the readjustment plan hear- 
ing before the commission. 

In his examination of Albert H. 
Wiggin, Chairman of the Board of 
the Chase National Bank and Chair- 
man of the B. M. T. Finance Com- 
mittee, Mr. Untermyer disclosed 
that the New York Rapid Transit 
Corporation had borrowed $500,000 
more from the B. M. T. while con- 
tinuing to pay it dividends and that 
it is paying the B. M. T. interest on 
both loans. Inasmuch as the B. M. 
T. is paying 5 per cent. on the ap- 
proximately $3,000,000 it has bor- 
rowed from the Chase National 
Bank, Mr. Untermyer contended that 
the parent company really made 1 
per cent. on the money loaned in 
these transactions, and, since this 1 
per cent., or $20,000, is being paid 
by the operating company, it was 


really a charge against the city. 


Both Mr. Untermyer and Commis- 
sidner Leon G. Godley failed to get 
Mr. Wiggin to admit that the $1,500,- 
000 borrowed by the New York 


Rapid Transit Corporation was used 
to 7 pay the B. M. T. the 10 per 
cent. dividend. ‘You can’t earmark 
money,’”’ was his reply to 
queries. 

Mr. Wiggin also refused to admit 
that there was anything improper or 
unusual in a subsidiary corporation 
borrowing from its parent corpora- 
tion a considerable sum of money on 
the very day it paid this parent cor- 
poration a large dividend. 


Tells of Bonds Offers. 


Discussing a more recent example 
of B. M. T. methods of financing, 
Mr. Untermyer announced that he 


had received offers from two large 
banking houses to buy the proposed 
issue of $20,000,000 of New York 
Rapid Transit Corporation bonds at 
95 and 97, respectively, provided that 
the bonds were of the prior lien 5 

r cent. variety, of which there are 

,000,000 authorized but not issued 
and which Mr. Untermyer suggested 
be sold to finance the purchase of 
new steel cars and other neecssary 
purposes.

TRAGHERS MARVEL - 
AT DEAF, BLIND BOY 


His Ability to “Feel” Voices, 
Speak and Act, Demonstrated 
at Meeting Here. 


2,000 WORD VOCABULARY 


Physician’s Son Lost Sight and 
Hearing at 4—Swims and Does 
Gymnasium Work. 


A deaf and blind child, introduced 
as the only one with those handjcaps 
ever educated without any knowledge 
of finger spelling, Winthrop Clarke 
Chapman of Redfield, 8S. D., stood 
before members of the Society of 
Progressive Oral Advocates yester- 
day afternoon in Public School 47, 
225 Hast .Twenty-third Street, and 
gave a demonstration under the di- 
rection of his teacher that caused 
the President of.the organization to 
say he exemplified the most remark- 
able piece of pedagogy the specialists 
of that body had ever seen. 

Questioned by his teacher, Miss 
Sophie K. Alcorn of Stanford, Ky., 
Chapman told the ninety-three teach- 
ers of the deaf from throughout the 
United States attending the tenth 
annual meeting of the society that 
he was 12 years old, attended the 
State School for the Deaf at Sioux 
Falls, S. D., and discussed current 
affairs and his experiences. 

“Tad,”’ as he is called, is the son 
of a physician, Dr. W. 8S. Chapman 
of Redfield, 8. D. He could hear 
and see until he was 4 years old, 
when meningitis deprived him of his 
hearing and sight. What little of 
speech he had learned at the age of 
4, he forgot before he entered the 
school for the deaf at the age of 6. 
So now his h is mechanical. 

Communication with the boy was 
established by Miss Alcorn by speak- 
ing while holding his hand nst 
the side of her face, on her shin, on 
the side of her neck, on the back of 
her neck, over the end of a small 
megaphone, or merely talking into 
his hand without touching it as he 
held it before her face. 

Tad ‘‘feels’’ conversation. Never- 
theless, he has a vocabulary of 2,000 
words, teacher said, and within 
the last two years has accomplished 
four of school work. He swims 
and does calesthenics in a Y. M. C. 
A. gymnasium, according to Miss Al- 
corn. 

Chapman also impersonated: vari- 
ous c ters in manner and con- 
versation, wrote on a typewriter and 
pronounced strange names that were 
suggested from the audience to his 
teacher. 

‘The least we can say about this 
demonstration is that it is the most 
remarkable piece of pe gy we 
have ever seen,”’ declared . Gold- 
stein, President of the Central In- 
stitute for the Deaf, St. Louis.

streets beneath them. 


Wind Threatens Postponement. 
There was a strong wind blowing 
during most of the day. This morn- 
ing it stood at the backs of the oars- 


men and aided both winning crews 
in breaking the record. Tonight it 
blew upstream for a while and 
threatened a postponement of the 


race. 

By the..time the trains left the 
station for the river bank fully 

; persons were lining the course, 
waiting for the resumption of the 
friendly feud of the river. The 
jammed both banks at the finish and 
sat in improvised grand stands on 
roof _ They clung to the girders 
of the bridge at the finish and they 
ae to overflowing the boats of 

e harbor. 

Up at the navy’s submarine base at 
the two-mile mark they clung to roof 
tops and the rigging of vessels lying 
at the piers. Along the roads of 
both sides thousands of automobiles 
were parked while their occupants 
snatched a glimpse of the crews 


It —* almost time for the start 
of the race when the trains left the 
station, their sixty-two cars jammed 
to overflowing, and rattled upstream 
to where the starting flags of the 
downstream course flapped in the 
breeze from Red Top. The waters of 
the course fought a bit against the 
turning tide and were troubled some- 
what by an upstream wind. 


Harvard Carries Out Shell. 


The trains beat the crews to the 
start and stood there waiting.

Yale was row- 
ing at about 33 with Harvard a 
stroke higher and clinging hard to 
the shining little stretch of.sparkling 
blue water between their stern and 
the bow of Yale.

“It is now considered by the Bulldog Club that the 
animal’s head is too square, and go an effort is being 
made te breed a longer head without spoiling the other 
characteristics. “The bulldog of the future will have e 
head shaped more like a brick,’ said Mr. Roger Boul- 
ton, Secretary of the Bulldog Club, yesterday, ‘and if 
this can be done successfully the animal will, I think, 
have a longer life.’ 

“A veterinary surgeon told « Daily Mail reporter 
yesterday that bulldogs are very heavy creatures, but 
they are energetic and, in jumping about, they strain 
their hearts. They are greatly handicapped by their 
impaired breathing apparatus, but if their heads are 
to be lengthened it will make their lives longer and 
more comfortable.”*

As the shortstop 
stepped om second and nonchalantly unloosed a line 
throw toward first, Professor Mueller jumped straight 
up in the air and placed his breathing apparatus di- 
rectly in the path of the ball. 

Alas! The experiment proved that it is possible to 
stop a thrown ball with the nose but practicelly im- 
possible to catch it in the teeth. And the hard-hearted 
umpires declared the double play completed anyhow.

Now, about lengthening the head. That’s a debat- 
able point.

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AROUND THE TABLE. 

An English Foreign Minister, 
Lord SALISBURY, used to say that 
any international controversy could 
be settled by “four men around a 
table.” This is the method now in 
operation at Geneva. The delegates 
of Great Britain, Japan and the 
United States, along with. the naval 
experts, are meeting privately and 
quietly in the hope of discovering 
a formula for naval reduction upon 
which all may be able to agree. 
This is really the one way in which 
such business has the best chance 
of getting done. Public meetings 
on an occasion of the kind are ex- 
cellent for courtesies and flourishes, 
but when the time comes to get a 
grip on the real difficulties, resort 
must be had to a committee room 
with doors that can be locked. 

It may be asked why such friend- 
ly consultations and exchange of 
views were not sought and obtained 
before the Geneva conference met 
at all. This question was, in fact, 
put to Ambassador GIBSON the other 
day by the newspaper correspon- 
dents. What had happened was that 
the naval Powers represented had 
produced separate plans, all differ- 
ent, and each irreconcilable with the 
other two. This was called “ put- 
ting the cards on the table.” But 
immediately after this sharp diver- 
gence had been shown, the parties to 
the game retired to reshuffle the 
cards in privacy. Why had not 
something of the kind been at- 
tempted beforehand? 

The answer given by Mr. GIBSON 
was that the people of the United 
States would have been sorely dis- 
pleased by any preliminary and se- 
cret conferring with England or 
Japan. He thought that America 
wanted our Government to take its 
Own line, and to take it openly. He 
may be right in this, but if so, the 
assumption is that our people could 
easily be bamboozled by a little dif- 
ference in time. If it is right and 
proper to confer with the other ‘Gov- 
ernments after June 20, it could not 
have been exactly a crime to confer 
with them before June 10. Clearly, 
the diplomatic way would have been 
to sound out the opinion of the oth- 
ers in advance, so that we should 
know just where we stood. How- 
ever, there is no need of dwelling 
now upon that irregularity, or blun- 
der, if such it is to be considered. 
The main thing is that the delegates 
are putting their heads together, 


and that in the very fact there is 


renewed hope of an agreement.

WOMEN FREE-LANCERS. 


With the very practical purpose 
of helping college girls to make 
money in a way they would like, 
the Institute for the Coordination of 
Women’s Interests “at Smith College 
has compiled a book on free-lance 
writing as an occupation or as a 
part-time job for women. It con- 
tains suggestions from two hundred 
editors and writers, and many long 
excerpts from their letters. Ques- 
tionnaires assuring that no names 
would be revealed received generous 
and explicit responses. But despite 
the interest these busy people dis- 
played in assisting ambitious young 
women, the returns were so contra- 
dictory that little generalization was 
possible. The only classification 
which could reasonably be made 
was on the basis of the writer's 
situation in private life. For the 
young woman still in college a state 
of affairs seems to exist quite -dif- 
ferent from that of: the woman who 
has married and wishes to continue 
writing. 

Condensing the experience of al- 
most a hundred graduates who set 
out to play the free-lance game 
leads to some rather definite con- 
clusions. Inexperienced college wo- 
men are not sought for either writ- 
ing or editorial positions. If the 
girl just out of college manages to 
find or make opportunities, she 
should not expect her early work 
to support her, She would be wise 
to seek experience with life itself, 
in a factory or shop or anything 
except in an editorial office, par- 
ticularly if she wants to write fic- 
tion. If fiction is not her ambi- 
tion, she should acquire a special- 
ized knowledge in some field which 
interests her and at least a part 
of the public. 

The married women reported that 
marriage was an asset rather than 
a handicap for the free-lance writer. 
Special equipment or knowledge 
used in a full-time job before mar- 
riage was frequently the cause of 
continuing work afterward. In 
many cases contacts were kept up 
or rehéwed-on ‘the initiative of the 
former employer. Apparently for 
both married and unmarried access 
to a market is the most difficult 
part. Once a beginning has been 
made the work goes on. 

A few replies came from women 
who indicated that they did not ob- 
ject to having their names attached 
to their letters. Miss IDA TARBELL 
says that her advice in general to 
jeollege girls coming to her is to

THE STRONG HAND AT MOSCOW. 

Many readers of the news from 
Russia must have found it hard to 
understand how the wholesale exe- 
cution of Russian citizens could con- 
stitute “ reprisal” for recent events 
in London or at Warsaw. Mr. 
DURANTY’S dispatch in yesterday’s 
TIMES reveals that the firing squads 
have been operating with a view to 
impressing, not Sir AUSTEN CHAM- 
BERLAIN or Marshal PILSUDSKI, but 
the Russian public. The present sit- 
uation is reminiscent of the period 
immediately following upon the at- 
tempt on LENIN’S life by DORA KAP- 
LAN in August, 1918, when 500 for- 
mer members of the nobility were 
put to death at Moscow and Lenin- 
grad. Russian aristocrats and bour- 
geois could hardly be held responsi- 
ble for a pistol shot fired by a mem- 
ber of the Socialist-Revolutionist 
Party. They were put to death ob- 
viously for the purpose of general 
intimidation; pour encourager les 
autres. 

Today the strong arm has been 
similarly invoked in order to dis- 
courage any anti-Soviet movement 
within the country that might be 
tempted to take advantage of exist- 
ing dissatisfactions and disappoint- 
ments. It has been a period, accord- 
ing to Mr. DURANTY, of setbacks and 
humiliations for the Soviet Govern- 
ment. Its representatives have been 
expelled from London and Peking. 
Its designs have been frustrated in 
China, the one remaining field for 
the long-postponed “ world-revolu- 
tion.” At home there has been un- 
rest along the Polish frontier and in 
the Ukraine. Incomplete success has 
been attained in the much-adver- 
tised campaign to lower industrial 
prices, upon which the Communist 
Party had staked its reputation. 
Most significant of all perhaps is the 
renewal of “intra-party opposition.” 
TROTSKY and ZINOVIEV could hardly 
fail to point to failure at home and 
abroad as justification of their criti- 
cism along the entire line of the 
Stalin majority’s policy. 

TROTSKY may cry failure, but 
STALIN might reply that responsibil- 
ity. for failure rests with the Oppo- 
sition, whose activities and antics 
have made life hard for the Soviet 
Government in the conduct of for- 
eign affairs. STALIN himself was in 
favor of a more cautious policy in 
China. The orthodox of the Third 
International would have it their 
own way, with the result that Com- 
rade BORODIN has been requested to 
leave Hankow by his own general- 
issimo. Third International propa- 
ganda brought about the rupture of 
diplomatic relations with Great Brit- 
ain, and has now elicited a protest 
from Herr STRESEMANN. The Soviet 
Government would seem to be fac- 
ing a choice between almost com- 
plete isolation and abandoning the 
Third International. The latter step 
is certain to bring fierce outcries 
from the Fundamentalists at Mos- 
cow, and not inconceivably they, too, 
are now being reminded that the 
Cheka stands ready to act.

A WORLD REFERENDUM. 

Ambassador HOUGHTON in dis- 
cussing world peace—and speaking 
for himself alone, as he said—at the 
Harvard commencement, suggested 
an international experiment. It is 
nothing less than a simultaneous 
voting by all the self-governing 
peoples of the world on two propo- 
sitions touching international re- 
lations : 

First, that a declaration of war 
against other peoples in the group 
can be made only after the ques- 
tion has received the affirmative 
sanction of a majority of the quali- 
fied electors of each; and, 

Second, that in return for recip- 
rocal pledges each shall agree not 
to attack the others for a term 
of—say—one hundred years. 

It would be difficult to conceive 
of a more momentous day than such 
a “day fixed” in which the people 
around the earth should assemble by 
nations at the polls to determine for 
themselves whether war should be 
renounced as a means of settling 
differences between nations, uniting 
in such a referendum, or if employed 
should be used only with the direct 
sanction of the people themselves. 

If it be urged that existing Gov- 
ernments represent the people in the 
exercise of this power, this does not 
meet the issue, since Governments 
are “never elected on the precise 
issue of peace or war.” Moreover, 
this act of sovereignty is one which

BRIAND has put it, whether aggres- 
sive war is to be renounced “as an 
instrument of national policy.” In

THE WORLD’S ERRATIC GOLD 
MAREET. 

The changes in the character of 
international finance which accom- 
panied and followed the war have 
long become a commonplace. It was 
plain enough, even ten years ago, 
that old-time traditions in that field 
would not easily resume their fa- 
miliar scope of operation when the 
war had forced practically all Eu- 
rope into depreciated money, when 
the American export trade in mer- 
chandise had risen from a pre-war 
yearly maximum of $1,030,000,000 
to $8,109,000,000 in 1920, and the 
yearly import of gold had increased 
from $148,000,000 to $977,000,000. 
Immense sums of gold were shifted 
from France and Russia during the 
war to England, not in settlement of 
mutual trade obligations, but to 
create a common allied “ pool” for 
payment to neutral countries pro- 
viding war munitions. Central gold 


pre-war reserve of the Imperial 
Bank of Russia were virtually dis- 
sipated; the German Reichsbank’s 
reserve was first increased $300,- 
000,000 through calling in the gold 
coin from circulation, and then re- 
duced $500,000,000 by foreign pay- 
ments in the — — 
period. 

That the erratic movement did 
not end with the war has been lately 
proved by the remarkable French 
operations on foreign markets; first, 
the concentration in the Bank of 
France of $800,000,000 foreign bills 
of exchange, then conversion of 
large blocks of these drafts into 
actual gold, which the bank trans- 
ferred at its pleasure from one mar- 
ket to another—much to the dis- 
composure of London. Finally the 
bewildering transactions culminated 
in the purchase of $59,000,000 gold 
in London by our Federal Reserve 
from the Bank of France and the 
subsequent sale at New York of 
some $40,000,000 gold from their 
own reserve by our Federal banks 
to the Bank of France. That bank 
has left the gold in America. Until 
this past week, the gold bought in 
London was kept intact, but only 
as a non-earning asset and not as 
part of the Reserve system’s gold 
reserve. Now, however, follows evi- 
dence that $21,900,000 of this idle 
London gold fund has been sold to 
some undesignated purchaser. 

It is hardly strange, in the face 
of such transactions, that the so- 
called “classical” theories of the 
international gold movement should 
have been almost forgotten. Those 
theories were based on a century of 
test and experience; derived, how- 
ever, from an economic situation at 
no time disturbed by any such con- 
vulsion as the war occasioned. in 
the longer future, the time will 
doubtless come again when outward 
and inward flow of gold will meas- 
ure a given country’s increasing or 
diminishing trade activity, its favor- 
able or unfavorable foreign trade, 
the movement of invested capital 
into or out of its markets. Such 
influences still operate perceptibly. 
But the old-time traditions will 
hardly again control international 
exchanges until in some way the

‘Officials Blamed for Disregard of 


Hospital Patients’ Suffering. 

To the Edttor of The New York Times: 

Within ‘the past week I have stood 
beside cots in the Fifth Avenue Hos- 
pital and watched sufferers wince 
and groan at the unnerving bedlam 
constantly rising from the avenue:

The Judge does not consider 
the human problem of a wrecked 
home and dismisses the father, al- 
lowing him only occasional inter 
views, if. any, with his children, 
usually subject to the caprice of the 
mother. Henceforth the father has no 
voice in the upbringing of his chil- 
dren, their physical welfare, their 
education or their home .surround- 
ings. The only recognition of paternal 
rights . is_ the amount of alimony 
stipulated for their. support. The chil- 
dren are. merely the pawns in the 
game ‘of looting the husband. 

In making the mother the guard- 
ian, the Judge assumes that she will 
stay-at home and give the children 
her personal care. It would be inter- 
esting. to: follow up these separated 
and divorced wives and ascertain 
how faithfully they fulfill: maternal 
duties. g 

The Supreme Court has no more 
vital issue to consider than that of 
the guardianship of children who will 
soon become citizens. The child be- 
longs to both parents. The influence 
of both father and mother is essen- 
tial for normal development. Every 
means should be used to overcome 
marital differences and preserve the 
home,’ the basic unit of the nation. 
When: domestic troubles cannot be 
adjusted, the Judge should ‘consider 
only the well-being of the child. This 
is an obligation he owes the child and 
the State. 

A painstaking investigation should 
be made as to the character of the 
two parents and the home environ- 
ment of each family. Children should 
be given ‘to the parent who is best 
fitted to bring them up to the high- 
est ideals of citizenship. In which 
home wil] the child by precept and 
example gain right attitudes toward 
truthfulness, honesty, fair play and 
courtesy? In which home will he 
gain a noble purpose in life and high 
principles of conduct? In which home 
will he receive a religious education, 
not as.a creed, but as a way of life 
and action? 

Judges may object that they have 
no time for intensive study of indi- 
vidual cases. For such work the 
Judge is elected to office, the State 
pays @ génerous salary and the hus- 
band pays court costs.

Irregular Recovery in Stocks, 
Trading Much Smaller— 
Call Money 4%. 


The dominant influence on yester- 
day’s financial markets continued to 
be the money rate. On the Stock 
Exchange it remained at the week’s 
low level; there was no sign of 
higher charges, and the prevalent 
rate was quotably below that of the 
same day last June. This is what 
the speculative market is just now 
watching, and the absence of any 
sign of change in facilities of credit 
for Stock Exchange operations ex- 
plains the recovery of stocks after 
each day of downward reaction. Not 
much attention was paid to the mar- 
ket for loans on time, which made 
a somewhat different comparison. 
Whereas call-money rates were lower 
yesterday than a year ago, loans for 
sixty days or longer commanded 
% of 1 per cent. more than in the 
last days of this month in 1926. 

That Thursday’s decline on the 
Stock Exchange resulted wholly from 
concerted selling by operators for the 
decline was strongly indicated at the 
time; that view of the market was 
confirmed by yesterday’s almost 
complete removal of such pressure. 
With the market entirely profes- 
sional in character, the program ap- 
pears to be a vigorous “‘attack” on 
existing prices, followed or accom- 
- panied by quick repurchases at the 
day’s low prices, then by a pause in 
activity. Whether because of con- 
tinued ‘‘covering’’ or because of cau- 
tious bidding-up of prices by profes- 
sional operators for the rise, the 
market recovered irregularly yester- 
day. The day’s changes were not 
large and a considerable number of 
stocks went lower, but as a whole 
the level of prices was advanced. 
After rising above 2,000,000 shares 
under Thursday’s professional! activi- 
ties, transactions on the Stock Ex- 
change sank yesterday to the neigh- 
borhoeod of 1,500,000, the smallest of 
any full business day in five months. 
This obviously means relaxing inter- 
est in the market, both by profes- 
sional Wall Street and by the specu- 
lating public. The old tradition was 
that a market of the present kind, 
which falls into dullness after a long 
advance or decline, must be ready to 
move in the opposite direction. Like 
most Wall Street traditions, this has 
occasionally gone amiss; but the rise 
in stocks appears at any rate to have 
been definitely halted. 

A much more striking evidence of 
a change in speculative attitude has 
occurred in the grain markets. Both 
wheat and corn went still lower yes- 
terday, marking losses respectively 
of 11 and 12 cents a bushel from the 
high prices of three or four weeks 
ago. Both products are still selling 
14 to 20 cents above their low prices 
of April, although the recent decline 
has occurred in connection with 
highly favorable reports of the grow- 
ing wheat. But premature specula- 
tion had roused hopes that seem at 
the moment to be destined to disap- 
pointment. 

On the whole, the mercantile re- 
views are cheerful in their survey of 
trade conditions. They mention in- 
crease of orders in many industries. 
though admitting (what other indi- 
cations have pretty clearly proved) 
that aggregate volume of trade does 
not measure up to that of the early 
Summer season a year ago. The 
continuing fall of wholesale prices is 
necessarily considered and its conse- 
quence in close competition and nar- 
rower profits is admitted, but the 
smaliness of unsold stocks is assert- 
ed as a comforting consideration. 
It is not impossible that even these 
routine summaries of trade are col- 
ored, more or less unconsciously, by 
the fact that such periods of slack- 
ened activity have been intermittent, 
even in the last two prosperous 
years, yet have invariably been fol- 
lowed by resumption of the forward 
movement.

Court Decides That Prohibition of 
- Combustible Material Relates 
-Onty to Construction. 


The use of linoleum, cork and com- 
position floor coverings in fire proof 
buildings higher than 150 feet was 
upheld yesterday by the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court in a 
decision rendered in the case of the 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust Building, 
at Fifth Avenue and Forty-first 
Street. 

The decision, reversing Supreme 
Court Justice Peter A. Hatting, who 
had upheld the Bureau of Standards 
and Appeals and Superintendent of 
Buildings Charlies Brady of Manhat- 
tan in their application of the build- 
ing ordinance against combustible 
floor coverings in skyscrapers, af-

Justices Finch, Martin and O’Mal- 
ley concurred in the opinion written 
by Justicé Proskauer. Presiding 
Justice Dowling dissented. In sub-

the requirements of the Building 
Code of New York City to the point 
of laying the floor covering, which 
“ig in no true sensé a part of the 
structure of the building, placed 
upon fireproof concrete and cinder 
floors,’’ but is “‘a mere furnishing.’’
